The battle of Arras. which has 
been smoldering for a week 
past, burst into flaming fury 
again today and is still raging 
tonight, with some of the heavi- 


est fighting of the war in prog- 
ress. 


The sky is alight for miles 
with the flashes of guns, with 
star shells that spread a moon- 
light paleness over the battle- 
field and with varicolored rock- 
ets, which flash signals to the 
opposing artillery. The cold 
east wind carries the echoes of 
the ever-beating cannonade far 
from the British lines. 

EIGHTY-MILE FRONT. 


Fighting today covered ap- 
proximately an  eighty-mile 
front, from south of Vimy ridge 


to a point well below Crolisilles. 


At the north end of the attack 
the British swept over German 
fixed positions, running almost 
due south from Lens, and cap- 
tured long sections of German 
positions in front of the Hin- 
denburg line and a great num- 
ber of prisoners. | 

More than 1200 prisoners were 
counted tn this sector late today 


and others were still coming in. 
The largest number of prisoners 
was from the One Hundred and 


Forty-first Pomeranians, who

HBMAVIBST FIGHTING.

VILLA WANTS TO HELP 
GERMANS WAR ON US.

L PASO, April 23.—After his 
victories over the de facto gov- 
ermment troops commanded by 

Gen. Francisco Murguia, commander 
of the division of the north, Villa 
has opened negotiations with Von 
Bokhardt, the German Minister at 
Mexico City, te co-operate with the 
Germans in Mexico in war against 
the United States. This information 
was received today by State Depart- 
ment agents from,sources in Mexico. 
According to these reports, Villa 
fs anxious for financial assistance to 
join the Germans and fly the impe- 
rial standard. The bandit leader 
commands about 8800 men. 
Carranza officials today issued a 


bulletin to the effect that Gen. Mur- 
rute had practically annihilated the 
entire Villa army in the State of 
Chihuahua. This report is discredited 
by United States government agents, 
who have received reports to the 
contrary. According to their infor- 
mation Murgula was decisively 
beaten by the bandits and driven 
northward.

GERMANY CRITICISES 


| ADMIRALTY STATEMENT.

AMSTERDAM (via London, April

‘PEACE RUMORS. 

As the result of these mass meet- 
ings, Copenhagen rings with wild 
rumors, and already feels peace in 
the air. There is a sharp bull mar- 
ket on the bourse, indicating that 
the hard-headed business men like- 
wise look for peace in the very 
near future, although this feeling 
apparently is based on nothing more 
substantial than intense hopes. Den- 
mark reminds you of an agitated 
mall dog watching big dogs fight, 
quivering with excitement, nervous 
about being drawn in, and badly 
mauled and, as a result, torn be- 
tween war fears and peace hopes, 
the latter at present predominating. 

The Danish Socialists appear to 
be in clogest touch with the Germaa, 
Austrian and Russian Socialists. 
They are plugging hard for world 
peace apparent on board Wilsonian 
lines. The German Sociatsts, too, 
are working unremittingly for a 
world peace along the general lines 
of the principles laid down by Presi- 
Gent Wilson in his fll-fated peace 
message. An analysis shows little 
material difference and no insur- 
mountable obstacles between the 
German Socialist peace programme 
and President Wilson's. A distinc- 
tion must, however, be made be- 
tween the “peace at any price” Ger- 
man radical Socialist group, where 
influence is still negligible, and the 
main body of patriotic Sbcialists 
led by Scheidmann. 

These, while keeping up the 
struggle for inner political reforms 
with every prospect now of full 
success all along the line, have come 
out openly against the distinction 
made by Wilson, between the Ger- 
man government and the German 
people, a distinction which even 
these Socialists bitterly resent. Ac- 
cording to the latest Berlin advices 
Scheidmann and other leading 
Socialists have gone on record in 
favor of putting thelr own house in 
order and of not tolerating any out- 
side interference in German domes- 
tic affairs even at the price of hav- 
ing to continue the war.

AND BALFOUR 
IN ACCORD ON PLANS. 


First Day Devoted to Courtesies and 
Preliminary Talks. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


ASHINGTON, April 23.— 
Great Britain’s war com- 
missioner spent today in the 

American capital, receiving every 
mark of honor and courtesy within 
the gift of the government. 

Foreign Secretary Arthur James 
Balfour, formally presented by Sec- 
retary Lansing to President Wilson 
in the morning, was the guest to- 
night at the most notable dinner 
given at the White House in a gen- 
eration. During the day he was 
presented to Vice-President Mar- 
shall at the Capitol, lunched at the 
French Embassy, and received cards 


or calls from many prominent per- 
sons, including William J. Bryan. 


CALLS EXCHANGED. 
Meanwhile Lieut.-Gen. Bridges 
and other British army officers called 


on Secretary Baker, Maj.-Gen. Scott, 
War Depart- 


Daniels, Admiral Benson and other 
Navy Department officials; and Lord 
Cunliffe, governor of the Bank of 
England, edlied on Secretary 
Adoo at the Treasury Department. 
The conferences so far, with the 
enthusiasm that the people of the 
capital have sifown, and the cour- 
testes and  cordialities extended 
by the officials, have taken the 
British commission by surprise. Mr. 
Balfour, after three-quarters of an 
hour conversation with President 
Wilson, remarked enthusiastically 
that his trip had been justified by 
that meeting alone. 
All during the day members of the 
commission exclaimed over the 
warmth of the welcome. As if to 
make it more perfect, Washington 
just at this time is blossoming into 
the full richness of its spring dress. 
WORK BASIS LAID. 


While no formal negotiations were 
entered into today, the preliminary 
conferences on all hands were stated 
not to have been wholly perfunctory, 
but rather to have laid an excellent 
basis of acquaintance and under- 
standing for the detailed conferences 
to follow. President Wilson and Mr. 
Balfour are known to have touched 
on the broad phases of the situa- 
tion in such a way as to give each 
an insight into the other's person- 
ality and viewpoint and to have es- 
tablished an atmosphere of confi- 
dence and concord between them. 

The official prediction was made 
that no formal conference would be 
begun until the arrival of the French 
commissioners, expected in the next 
few days. Ground work will be laid 
as rapidly as possible so that the 
moment the French arrived the ne- 


'h 
ganization meeting at the Embassy 
today, an@ Mr. Balfour plans to 
spend tomorrow morning mapping 
out the division of work and ar- 
ranging for the proper British and 
American officials to meet for the 
tasks before them.

$3200. Adam Roos, a, son, the prin- 
cipal beneficiary, was an engineer 
on the government railway in Ger- 
many when last heard from. There 
were two other heirs, but both are 
sald to be dead. 

As war abrogates treaties, the 

court had to go back to the year 
1812 to find decisions bearing on the 
case. These defined the policy, in 
effect, while at war with another 
country, as interference with the 
rights of an individual in the Small- 
est possible way. 
Judge Rives held that Mr. Roos, 
although a German subject and liv- 
ing in Germany, was entitled to the 
estate, but in view of the war, he 
decided that all of the property 
should be kept in this country, in 
charge of a trustee, until such time 
as the war closed, when the heir 
could receive it, if alive. Meantime 
the estate will grow in value.
